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1. At lltOO a«*. on Friday, 9 August 1946, Mr.| | 

and the undersigned hold a conference with Mr. 3. J< Brennan, Chief 
Disbursing Officer, Traasury Departsmnt, and Ur. Cannon of his office, 
relative to astabliahing a procedure whereby the original vouchers 
applicable to eossseroial procurements, salariss of civilian personnel, 
and travel and transportation could ba retained physically in tha 
Finance Division of CIO, and at the sans ti*a expedite tha a f footing 
of payments and related matters by haring as such of the disbursing 
work as possible done physioally within CIO. From an admi ni strat ire 
viewpoint , it was dasirabla that a disbursing agent of 5 . J. Brennan 
be designated for the purpose of actually making all payments in CIO 
rather than at the Treasury Department. However, this procedure does 
not appear to be acceptable to the offioials o once rued for the reason 
that it is oontrary to Treasury Department policy and has baen refused 
certain other government establishments for various reasons. 

2. The Chief Bis bur fling Officer is agreeable to the establ ishaent of 
a procedure whereby stannary vouchers or schedules, properly signed by 
an authorised certifying officer, are currently transmitted to the 
Treasury Department for payment. These schedules would show only the 
payee 1 s name and amount due, in addition to the agen©y*s bureau 
voucher reference. The original voucher and subsidiary documents would 
be audited in CIO rather than in the General Accounting Office. Fro* 
a security standpoint, this procedure would accomplish the desired end 
of basically protecting the security of tha organisation in so far as 
the normal details Included on vouchers relative to locations, 
aotivities, types of items procured, and other pertinent information 
normally included cm the applicable voucher forms. The administra- 
tive handling of the documents, particularly with respect to the 
peymant of salaries to civilian enoloyees, would not be facilitated 

by this prooedurs.to any appreciable extant.

3. Mr. Brennan indicated that it would be necessary for hi* to have a 
memorandum from a qualified official in tha General Accounting Office 
setting forth this basio procedure which would be honored by the 
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auditor* of the General Aooounting Gffioe, thu* protecting th* Chief 
Disbursing Of fio*r in *o far a* th* legal requireaeatt were concerned. 

There i* at least one praoedent for this type of processing as erideneed 
lay th# submission of summary schedules by th# Ouatom* Bureau. A 
review of Fora So. 6199, approved by the Coapt roller General cm 
Maroh 17, 1942 for this purpose, has been made.

4. It appear# that a number of desirable! results from th# standpoint 
of our future operations will obtain If w* can establish this procedure. 

It is therefor* suggested that yourself, th* undersigned, Mr. Houston,

through made, w# should have sufficient time to make th# necessary 
arrangements to plaoe th# procedures into *ff##t at the time disburse- 
ments are initially mad# from the central working fund.
